Keep the 
choices open 


T he consultants working on the 
Town of BWG’s Official Plan 
Review presented 4 Official 
Plan Amendments at an Open 
House, Sept. 13. 

There weren’t a lot of surprises. 
The review of Seniors’ 
Accommodation reiterated previous 
findings, that new housing in 
Town is geared largely towards 
young families, and there is a need 


housing types to allow an aging 
population to remain within the 
community. Right now, residents 
over the age of 65 are “migrating” 
out of Bradford, “as people are 
looking for a product that doesn’t 
exist here," the consultant noted. 

The Employment Land review 
confirmed that the Town has “a lot, a 
lot, a lot" of designated employment 
lands - approximately 890 ha., 
of which 719 ha are vacant - but 
recommended protecting those 
lands beyond the 2031 planning 
horizon of the current OP update, to 
ensure future economic choice. 

A Lands Needs Assessment found 
that the municipality has already set 
aside enough land to accommodate 
the planned growth to 50,500 people 
and creation of 18,000 new jobs. 
There is no need to expand the 
urban settlement boundaries, or 


take up any additional farmland, 
before 2031 - although the Town 
should be updating its reviews every 
5 years. 

And the Downtown Revitalization 
review recommended enshrining a 
“mixed use” corridor in the Official 
Plan, providing clear definitions for 
redevelopment, and encouraging 
“complete streets” - roadways that 
accommodate all users, including 
cars, cyclists, transit and pedestrians. 

But we do have an issue: the 
Revitalization review also proposes 
shifting the boundaries of the 
"Downtown" - removing some 
properties at the west end of the 
current area, and adding others in 
the vicinity of the GO Train Station. 

We question eliminating the 
Commercial designation from 
some Holland St. properties. Have 
the consultants conferred directly 
with those landowners? Have they 
considered all of the redevelopment 
plans now in the works? And if 
"Mixed Use” - commercial on the 
ground floor, offices or residential 
above - is such a good thing, why 
limit where it can occur? 

The document is still in draft form. 
The proposed amendments can be 
viewed online at www.townofbwg.

at the BWG Leisure Centre’s Green 
Rink, designed to help young skaters 
jump higher, farther and better. The 
new Skating Harness lets coaches give 
skaters an extra boost, while providing 
supportwhile skaters leamhowto bal¬ 
ance, spin and land, in safety. 


But it wasn't cheap. The harness, 
installed, cost just under $9,000. 

"Engineers were involved, and we 
had to book the ice to install,” says 
Tracey-Anne McConville, Directorwith 
the Bradford & District Skating Club 
and StarSkate Co-ordinator. "The girls 
are already using it and enjoying it" 
The Club, skaters and their parents 
raised about $4,000 of the cost, but 
the harness would have been beyond 


reach without a $5000 grant from the 
Council Community Initiatives Fund, 
money raised by the BWG Mayor's Golf 
Tourney. 

On September 10, Mayor Rob Kef¬ 
fer and members of Council came out 
to the Green Rink to see the harness 
in action, and present the grant "It's a 
way to show support,” said Mayor Kef¬

Eric Whitehead has always 
viewed travel as a way to con¬ 
nect with new cultures, people 
and places - ever since he and 
friend Murray Jupe took a road 
trip across America at the start 
of the 1970s. 

That experience, with all of 
its ups and downs, formed the 
basis of his first book, Then 
There was One, the Ultimate 70s 
Road Trip - but also shaped his 
approach to travel, and to life. 

With a family of his own, 
Whitehead continued to travel. 
Every year for 20 years, he and 
wife Karen would pack up their 
sons Gavin and Adam and head 
out on the open road for two to 
three weeks - getting lost, find¬ 
ing new friends, learning life 
lessons. 

Even after their kids grew 
up and moved out, Eric and 
Karen continued to travel, 
despite initial qualms. The 
big question, Whitehead says, 
was “are we going to be able 
to tolerate each other for 24 
hours, without the kids to 
buffer? We did make up our 
minds to focus on what we had 
gained, not what we had lost.” 
And by keeping to the same 
budget they had when the 
family of four was travelling 
together, they were able to “hop 
on planes and go to places we 
never would have been able to 
afford.” Vietnam. Cambodia. 
Peru, and other South Ameri¬ 
can countries. Every continent 
"except Australia. That one is 
on the wish list.” 

Whitehead has now written 
a series of travel books, filled 
with photos that detail both 
his travels with the family, and 
with Karen. His latest, “On Our 


Own” chronicles ten of the trips 
the couple took, largely off the 
beaten path. 

bus and take a tour of Europe," 
Eric says. “We’re certainly not 
ones that are going to go sit on 
a beach for a week.” 

The adventurous approach 
makes for interesting read¬ 
ing, and inspiration. “If you 
want to learn about people 
and culture and religion, you 
can’t read enough books to 
get close to what you get by 
travelling.”
